ROTARY HEARS 
OF SHOEMAKING 
INDUSTRY HERE 


"America’s first retail shoe store 
was established by Quincy and Har­ 
vey Recd in Boston, Mass., in 1794; 
now there are 128.000 retail shoe 
stores in the U S ," Harold Bruning, 
proprietor of The Shoe Box told the 
Rotary club at its regular session 
Monday evening at the YWCA 
Speaking on "The History of the 
, Shoe Industry in the United States," 
Relining said the first shoemakers 
arrived on the American continent 
1 In 1629 "Governor Bradford's diary 
shows that on the second return 
trip of the Mayflower to England he 
sent a request to the New England 
company to send him leather, tools 
and shoemakers On its third voyage 
to America in 1629 the Mayflower 
had abroad Thomas Beard, a shoe­ 
maker of St Martin's London, and 
Isaac Rickman, a journeyman shoe­ 
maker. They were the first shoe­ 
makers to come to America. In a let­ 
ter of instruction dated May 29. 
1629 from the governor of the com­ 
pany in England to Captain John 
Endicott and council In New Eng­ 
land the governor said that Beard 
and Rickman were to receive, in ex­ 
change for their shoework. ‘their 
diet, lodging and pay at the rate 
of ten pounds per year.’

Before the m eeting of about 200 
persons, Dr. Joseph Shilen, head of 
the Industrial Hygiene Bureau of 
the State Board of Health, said pre­ 
lim inary tests showed "small quan­ 
tities" of poison gas in the air 
Dr. Shilen said his preliminary 
tests showed the presence of both 
sulphur dioxide and sulphur 
tri­ 
oxide in samples taken before the 
m ixture of smoke and fog had lifted 
to any great degree. He declined, 
however, 
to 
say 
whether 
"small 
quantities" of gas he found w’ould 
be sufficient to cause death. 
Dr. Shilen said he expected to 
have his full report ready by tomor­ 
row and would turn it over to Dr.
